CHAREES. RE X. 


HE Kings moft Excellent Majeſty, out of His Princely and Chriſtian care, 

= of His loveing Subjets, That no good meanes of providence , may be 
negleced, to ſtay the further ſpreading of the great InfeQion of the 
Plague, Doth find it neceſſary, to prevent all occaſions of publique con- 
courſe of His people, for the preſent , till jt ſhall pleaſe Almighty God, 


of His goodneſs to ceaſe the violence of the Contagion,which is very farr 
diſperſed, into many- parts of this Kingdome already ; And therefore Re. 


membring, that rhere is at hand, a Fair of Note, unto which there is uſu- 
ally Extraordinary Reſort, out of ſeverall part of the Kingdome , kept at 
/Vanting or Wantage, in the County of Berks ; The holding whereof ar the uſual time, would (in 
all likely-hood) be the occaſion ot further danger, and Infe&ion, to other parts of the Land, 
which, yet by Gods mercy ſtands Clcer and Free : Hath (with che Advice of His Privy Councell) 
thought good, by this open Declaration of His Pleaſure, aud neceſſary Commandement, not ONn- 
ly ro admoniſh and require, all His loveing SubjeRs, to forbear to reſort , (for this time) to the 
{aid Fair, keptat JVauting or Wantage, atorelaid, or to any other Fair or Faires, in the ſaid Coun- 
ty of Beyzsz But allo to Enpoyne, the Lord or Lords, of the ſaid Faire, or other Intereſted there- 
in, that they all forbea: , ro hold the ſaid Faire, or any thing appertaining thereunto, at the time 
accuſtomed, or at any other time, till by Gods goodneſs and mercy, the Infection of the Plague 
ſhall ceaſe, or be fo much diminiſhed, that His Majeſty ſhall give order for holding them; Upon 
pain of ſuch Puniſhmert , as tor a Contempt, ſo much concerning the Generall Safety of His 
people; they ſhall be adjudged co delerve ; which they maſt expeCto beinflicied withall ſeverity: 
And to that purpole, doth hereby turthec Charge, and Enjoyne (undec the like penalty) all Citt- 
zens and Jnbabirants, of the Cities of London, and Weſtminſter, Thar none of them ſhall Repair un- 
to any Faires, held within any part of this Kingdom, untill it ſhall pleaſe God to ceaſe the InfeCit- 
on, now raioning amongſt them-: His Majeſties Intention being , and ſo hereby Declaring Him- 
ſelt, That no Lord of any Faire, or others Intereſted in the Profits thereof, ſhall by this necellary, 
and temporary Reſtraint, receive any prejudice, in the right of his, or their Faires, or Liberries 
thereuvto belonging; Any thing betore mentioned notwithſtanding. Given at Our Conrt at 
Salisbury this One and Twentieth day of September, 1 665, Inthe Seaventeenth Year of Our Reign.
